Scenes and Incidents of the 
\ Presidential Reception at 
the Court-House. 


Mr. Cleveland Makes a Rec- 
ord of Over Fifty 
Shakes a Minute. 


The Greatest Jam Ever Seen in the Old Court 
Building—A Lady Tries to Kiss the Presi- 
dent,jbut Is Hustled Off by the Police—The 
First Caller—Only One Negro Visitor—A 
Nonogenarian’s Call—What the People 
Said of the President’s Answers to Each 
of Them—A Weary Task Well Performed 
—Arrangements and Splendid Decora- 
tions of the Court-House Rotunda, 


The President did not retire to his apart- 
ments at the Lindell until] nearly 2 o’clock this 
morning. He remained in the parlors talking 
over the incidents of the day with Col. Bissell 
after the local reception committee had de- 
parted. He expressed himself as highly grat- 
ified at the entire arrangements for the 
day and was particularly impressed with the 
gathering of the school children at the Fair 
Grounds, the audience at the Music Hall and 
the night procession under the auspices of 
the Hendricks Association. Mrs. Cleveland 
had retired about midnight, and the dis- 
tinguished visitors were not disturbed 
until 7:30 o'clock this morning, when 
a military band discoursed popular airs in the 
Lindell rotunda. The President arose shortly 
before 8o0’clock, took his bath and arrayed 
himself in morning reception costume, Prince 
Albert frock coat, black vest, dark gray trou. 
sers. He stepped into the private breakfast- 
room looking bright and fresh for another 
day’s work of reception and entertainment. 

The President took his breakfast fifteen 
minutes in advance of his wife on account of 
his early engagement at the Court-house and 
he ate it alone. It was a substantial meal, 
but the Chief Magistrate was equal to it, for he 
has a fixed faith in a solid matutinal 
foundation; half a dozen fat little 
blue-points on the half-shell, followed bya 


layer of pompano, relieved in turn by a 
chubby tenderloin steak and mushrooms with 
a side-dish of fried eggs and a Uittie omlette to 
toy with at intervals’ of sipping 
his coffee. Mrs. Cleveland presented ew 
self at half-past eight o’clock, refreshed 
with aquiet nizht’srepose and looking as sweet 
asa blush rose in a tight-fitting brown morning 
costume,” A few choice flowers were placed in 
front of her plate, and she partook of a some- 
what delicate meal, consisting of grapes, oat- 
meal, a finger-slice of pompano, two eggs, dry 
toast and a small cup of coffee. 

The distinguished visitors appeared for a 
moment at the windows and their faces were 
at once recognized by the rongs below on 
Washington avenue,a sign for rounds of 
hearty cheering much in the fashion of the 
greeting of the populace at Berlin, whenthe 
old Kaiser picks his teeth after breakfast and 
gazes out upon the morning scene. 

THE COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS RECEIVED. 

At 8:15 the commercial travelers began to 
muster on Washingt n avenue, right restin 
on Broadway. The travelers hal rovide 
themselves with handsome blue badges, let- 
tered in goldand hungfromagiltbar. They 
numbered in all between two hundred and fifty 
and three hundred men. Most of them wore 
soft white hats, and many had in addi- 
tion to their blue ribbon badges of 
white with pictures of Cleveland. In the rear 
of the commercial travelers the members of 
the Jefferson Ciub of Quincy, Ill., formed. 
They wore tall white hats and big white 
badges lettered in red. Many of them had 
ladies on theirarms. A band ied the line. 

About 8:45 the order to march was viven, 
the band struck up, and ‘the column 
began to move. lt turned pack 
at Broadway, and marched west ou 
Washington avenue past the Lindell Hotel, 
the band playing and the big silk banner 
bearing the commercial travelers’ welcome 
to Grover Cleveland fluttering in the breeze. 
At Seventh street the column again counter- 
marched and came down the south side of 
Washington avenue, repassing the hotel. As 
the head of the procession reached a point op- 
posite the main entrance of the hotel, Pres- 
ident Cleveland appeared on the balcony. He 
was unaccompanied. He wore his regulation 
costume of black with the customary high silk 
hat on his head. On his left arm he carried 
an overcoat, while his right hand rested on 
his hip. As he stood at the southeast 
corner of the balcony the crowd cheered and 
cheered again. The President did not take off 
his bat, but nodded and smiled. It 
was a weary smile though—a smile with 
reminiscences of 40,000 hand-shakes in 
180 minutes hanging aboutit. The procession 
continued to file past for six or seven minutes. 
Occasionally anew detachment would start a 
‘*hurrah’’ and the President would bring out 
his smile and dispense itover the crowded 


street. Presently ‘‘Dan’’ came out of the ho- 

| tel and stood just behind the President. He 

} looked much sprucerthan his chief, and he 
seemed in a much better humor, 

The President chatted with him over his 
shoulder, keeping his face as much as possible 
turned toward the street. Ina few moments 
after Lamont’s appearance, Coil. Bissell and 
Dr. Martiu came out of theirroom and bid the 
President good morning. Col. Bissell was 
very red about the eyes,and he looked as 
though about:two hours additional sleep 

| would add materially to his aoppiness. After 
chattingamoment with the President Col. 
Bissell and Dr. Martin retired, and then Col. 
| Lamont returned tothe parior: Then as the 
tailend of the procession woved by, the Pres- 
ident went back Into the hotel and the crowd 
on the street dispersed. 
STARTING FOR THE COURT- HOUSE. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock the committee hav- 

Ing charge of the President fur the day asserm- 
bied in the vestibule outside his apartments. 
They were: R. P. Tansey, Chairman; Gen. 
John W. Nobile, Col. Henry Hitch- 
cock, Chris P. Ellerbe, James Ban- 
nerman, Dr. B. Johnson, oe. 
MecKeighan. A sub-committee to escort 
‘the President to the Court-house, composed 
of Col. J. G. Priest, Leverett Bell, John H. 
Overall and the Chairman, R. P. Tansey, 
waited upon bim in parlor No. 17 at 9 o'clock 
and narrated the feutures of the day's pro- 
gramme. The President was chatting with 
Col. Bissellatthe time, and he received the 
committee with his usual cérdiality and said 
that he would be glad to give as much time as 
the arrangements would permit for the public 
reception at the Court-house. It was Rnally 
agreed to devote one hour and a half to hand- 
shaking. 


THE PRESIDENT READY. 

The President was ready to start promptly at 
9 o'clock, but the carriages were noton hand, 
and Mr. Tansey wentout to bunt them. He 
returned in a few minutes. At $9: Chris 
Elierbe one of the reception committee, hur- 
ried down stairs and notified Capt. Frachte 
that the President was coming. The 
police officers . marshaied the crowd 
on either side of a path leading across 
the pavement to the President's carriage, 
which had just drawn up at the curb. In an-

other minute President Cleveland appeared, 
escorted Chairman of the 


Carriage Committee. He looked neither to 
the right nor to the left, but stepped bur- 
riedly across the pavement and into the car- 
riage. He stood for a minute arranging the 
carriage robe on the seat, and then 
sat down. Mr. Tansey stepped in after 
him and closed the door. Four police officers 
took their places just bebind the carriage, the 
liveried driver gathered up the reins, and the 
four black horses started toward Washington 
avenue, John G. Priest, John H. Overall, 
and Leverett Bell got into the next carriage 
and followed the President down the street. 
The party’ turned into Washington 
avenue and east toward Fourth street. 
Progress was necessarily slow for 
the street was crowded with vehicles. Quite a 
crowd hurried along the sidewalk to keep 
pace with the President’s carriage. At Broad- 
way there was almost a biockade, but the 
driver of a Broadway summer car pulled up 
his bobtail mules just In time to make room 
for the Presidential procession. A man on a 
stake wagon waved his hat in the air and 
shouted, ‘‘Hurrah forCleveiand.’’ The corwd 
took it up and the President recognized the 
salute by taking off his hat. 

The procession turned into Fourth street, 
which was comparatively clear and the horses 
were put into a short trot. There was no 
cheering or demonstration of any kind. When 
the carriage passed under the Grant arch Mr. 
Tansey pointed out the transparency to the 
President, who regarded it with some show of 
interest. At the Everet, House a number of 
ladies were standing on “the balcony, and the 
President raised his hat to them. 

When the carriage reached Fourth and Pine 
streets it encountered a heavy crowd which 
was massed on either side of the street down 
to the Court-house. There was continuous 
cheering and waving of hats from the time 
the President’s carriage reached the head of 
this crowd, and Mr. Cleveland was kept busy 
takin off his hat At the corner 
of hestnut street there was a jam 
and the mounted police had to come 
forward and clear the way. The carriage was 
driven up to the Chestnut street entrance of 
the Court-house where, between two lines of 
policemen, Col. Prather and his committee 
stood bareheaded, waiting to receive the Pres- 
ident. He was taken immediately into the 
Court-house, and thecrowd on Chestnut street 
then spread itself around the Court-house 
square. 

THE SCENE OF THE RECEPTION. 

The decoration of the rotunda of the Court- 
house, under the supervision of Mr. Kledus, 
Building Commissioner, was really beautiful, 
and Mr. Kledus succeeded in making the 
finest display that has yet been made in this 
city. Art and nature were liberally drawn upon 
to furnish material for the decorations and 
the final effect was superb. From the floor to 
the topmost balcony the architectural features 
of the rotunda were hidden by immense 
banks of flowers, evergreens and waving flags. 
From the center ofthe dome at avast height 
hung a huge basket of flowersfrom which in 
every direction appeared American flags. The 
railings of the upper balcony were tastefully 
with regular bunches of 
arranged in systematic order. The 
rails of the second baicony were hidden 
by a bank of evergreens, immediately under 
which were festooned long streamers of red, 
white and blue, and at regular intervals loop- 
ing up the festoons were rosettes and stream- 
ers ofthe same colors. The Corinthian pil- 
lars supporting this balcony were hidden with 
spical decorations of red, white and biue 
cloth, and pendant from the ceiling between 
each of these pillars was a hanging-basket 
of flowers of brilliant colors. Loops of stream- 
ers were interwoven in the heavy 
posts supporting the _ railings of the 
next balcony and immediately underneath 
were again, as on the preceding balcony, fes- 
toons of red, white and blue streamers looped 
up with rosettes and streamers. ‘he 
pillars supporting this floor were aiso wound 
with the national colors, and behind them, ex- 
tending around the building, was alarge cur- 
tain of red, white and blue, and the railing af 
the balcony underneath was hidden behind 
huge masses of the danas be | inter- 
spersed with ers flags. ‘The frieze 

columns supporting this  bal- 
first above the main, floor, was 
elaborately decorated. Festoons of stream- 
ers, festoons of evergreens, flags, shields 
and flowers were utilized to make it the most 
handsomely decorated ore | of all.. The 
wide band of red, white and blue cloth was 
looped up at intervals of six feet and at 
each loop a shield of the national colors 
with flags tothe right and left, was placed 
in the center of each festoon. <A loop of 
ere rope of evergreens was caught up and 
held by a rosette of the national colors with 
broad streamers pendant from it. 
The main floor was a perfect mass of all kinds 
of evergreens and potted plants, such as 
lemon trees, palms, cacti and ferns. This 
mass of plants extended from the walistoa 
distance of twelve feet forward completel 
concealing the pillars supporting the first bal- 
cony and giving the impression that the en- 
tire superstructure was supported on this wail 
of living green. 

A little north of the center of the floor was 
erected a handsome pogede of irregular hex- 
agonal shape. The rodéf of the structure was 
ofa dark crimson hue surmounted by a gilt 
acorn and supported by six light, airy, gilt 
pillars. <A heavy stripof crimsonsilk plush 
with a gold fringe hung from the eaves of the 
structure and six pairs of heavy silk plush 
curtains of a curious pattern in old gold hung 
between each set of the colonades. These 
curtains were of the most expensive kind, be- 
ing valued at $100 per pair. The floor of the 
atructure, which was raised about a foot above 
the floor of the rotunda, was covered with a 
velvet carpet of the finest kind. At the door 
of this stracture the President will stand to 
receive the public... Over each entrance to 
the rotunda were suspended two large silk 
flags and the entrances were lined on each 
side with a wallof evergreen. The arches at 
the east and west entrances of the Court- 
house, through which the crowd will enter 
and pass out are two of the finest pleces of 
work of the kind ever seen in the city, both 
are composed entirely of evergreens and are 
of the general design of two towers support- 
ing acentralarch. Outlining the arches and 
tower are lines of colored gicbes and on the 
face of each arch in letters of flames appear 
the words ‘‘Welcome.’’ Immediately above 
the centers of the arches are transperancies 
of ruby gliass bearing the monoywram 
‘*G. F.C.’" During the reception this morn- 
ing the entire rotunda wus illuminated by 
myriads of gas-lights and by calcium-lights so 
placed astothrow their light on every por- 
tion of the decorations, bringing out their 
full beauty and effect. 


READY FOR HIM. 

The cheering of the throng on Chestnut, 
Fourth and Fifth streets at the approach of 
the President marked the time for making 
everything ready for tha reception in the 
rotunda. The caicium lights behind the wall 
of plants and on the balcony sheda brilliant 
light over the rotunda, making a scene of 
beauty that will not soon be forgotten 
by the fortunate callers who succeeding in 
shaking the President's hand. Fully an hour 
before the arrival of the President the crowd 
gathered so thickly that the steps and balcony 
on the Fourth street side of the Court-house 
were soon hidden from view.

HOW CLEVELAND SHAKES. 

The line was composed of stragglers for 
some moments and the President had time be- 
tween shakes to get a glass of water.

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., October 4.—Four light- 
ning-rod men are working the towns along 
the New York and New Jersey State line. They 
drive stylish turnouts and operate under the 
imposing title of ‘‘The Northwestern Light- 
ning Rod & Protection Company.’’ Mr. 


Sanford Rosenkrans, the well-known host of 
the Lake House in Smartswood, tells of his 
experience with these lightuing annililators. 
One day last week aman drove up to the 
Lake House #9 a buvgy and, after some 
preliminary talk, announced himself to 
Mr. Rosenkrans as Mr. Gray, the patentee 
of a lightning-rud that was so superior 
to all others in use that it advertised itseif. -If 
he could get one up in a neighborhood every- 
body around about would hasten to obtaina 
rod of the same kind. Mr. Rosenkruans’ hotel 
had struck him as an excellent place for put- 
ting up a rod for advertising purposes, and 
with the landlord’s permission, and for the 
purpose of introducing hisinvention, he would 
put one free of charge. He estimated that it

LOST IN TRE GALE, 


Two Schooners Go Down on Lake Michigan— 
Many Lives Lost. 


St. JosEPH,Mich., October 4.—The schooner 
Havana, owned by Capt. A. P. Read of Ke- 
nosha, was sighted off this port yesterday 
morning flying signals of distress. The vessel 
was in a sinking condition, and the crew were 


unable to keep her hold clear of water. Capt. 
John Curran concluded to beach her if 
possible, and headed for the shore. At 


o’clock, when about three-fourths of 
a mile off shore, the vessel went 


down and the crew were seen to climb into 
the rigging. There were seven men aboard. 
Capt. Curran, Steward Jobn Morris and a 
sailor named Joseph Clint, climbed into the 
main rigging and let the others into the fore 
rigging. As the vessel gave a heavy lurch the 
main mast crashed overboard, carrying the 
three men into the breakers. They struck out 
for shore and when last seen were breasting 
the waves. As nothing has been seen of them 
since, they are probably drowned. The. re- 
maining four men clung to the cross- 
trees for nearly three hours, when 
a tug came to their rescue. 
It took nearly three-quarters of an hour ——_ 
the men fromtheir perilous position. he 
names of the rescued men are Samuel Mc- 
Climon, mate; Charles Hagan, Robert Me- 
Cormick and George Hughes. The mate had 
his arm broken before the vessel sunk, but he 
clung to the mast with the gritofahero. The 
captain and crew of the tug deserve much 
praise forthe rescue, as there was a terrible 
sea running, and the littletug was 80 tossed 
about, that those who watched her from shore 
thought she would surely founder. The 
Havana had about 600 tons of ore. She lies 
about six miles north of this port in ten to 
twelve fathoms. 


A Lake Disaster.

THE PRESIDENT AND MRS. CLEVFLAND ON 
THE STEAMBOAT BATON ROUGE. 


A Big Crowd Greets Mrs. Cleveland When 
She Emerges From the Hotel—The Levee 
Packed—tThe Steamboat Proceeds as Far 
as Carondelet and Returns—A Whistle 
Accom, Mrs. Cleveland’s Con- 
versational Powers— The President 
Pleased, 


The crowd that greeted the President as he 
left the Lindell this morning was small when 
compared with the crowd that waited for Mrs. 
Cleveland to take her departure an bour and a 
halfiater. At10:30the neighborhood of Sixth 
streetand Washington avenue resembled a po- 
litical mass-meeting ground in a hot campaign. 
The sidewalks were jammed with people 
and the streets were so crowded with men, 
women, children, wagons and street-cars that 

- blockades occurred every five minutes. As 
soon as the crowd was started along another 
jam would occurand theten policemen, who 
were stationed at the ladies’ entrance of the 
hotel, would have their hands fuil trying to 
Clear a passage..

The 
crowd were made to take positions just west 
of Mrs. Cleveland’s parlor door, north of the 
stairway or in the little extension of the main 
hallway on Washington avenue. There they 
waited at least fifteen minutes for the party to 
appear. During this time some one informed 
Mrs. Cleveland thatalady had stopped the 
President in the hallway and kissed him; but 
the President’s wife only laughed and said 
that that was all right; she was not a bit 
jealous. 

At 10:45 Mrs. Cleveland and her party made 
their appearance in the hallway and proceeded 
immediately down stairs. Mr. Ellerbe and 
Col. Lamont ledthe line. Then came Mrs. 
Cleveland with Mayor Francis, Mrs. Francis 
with John W. Noble, Mrs. Thos. E. Tutt with 
Col. Bissell, Mrs. W. B. Farr with Dr. Bryant, 
and in their train the other ladies who formed 
irs.

As Mrs. Cleveland stepped into the open car- 
riage which stood in waiting there was pro- 
longed cheering from the crowd, to which she 
responded witharmile.

THE LUNCHEON GIVEN BY MR. AND MBS. 
CHARLES GREEN. 


President and Mrs. Cleveland Delightfully 
Entertained at the Fair Grounds—The 
Beautiful House and Grounds Made More 
Attractive by Flowers and Plants—The 
Grand Dining-Room as It Appeared to 
the Party—The Decorations—The Guests 
and Menu. 


When the President landed from the boat to 
drive to the Fair Grounds Capt. Fruechte, with 
two squads of. mounted police and 
a number of toot police kept 
the crowd - on the wharf back 
from the landing stage. The President's 
carriage and one or two other carriages 
had been driven on the wharfboat. 
Two mounted policemen kept the 
crowd off the wharf. The boat landed, 
and, leaning on the arms of the committee- 
men, the President walked down the plank and 
entered the carriage.

THE GRAND DINING-ROOM 

of the club-house, the scene of the distin- 
guished gathering, is grand only in name, as it 
is the prettiest, cutest little place in which 
to treat fhe inner man thatthe mindcan well 
conceiwe of. Its length fs about sixty feet, its 
width but twenty-five, and its height fifteen, 
and it runs northeast by southwest. This 
gives it a frontage on the quarter-stretch, and 
this afternoon the guests —. at the 
right side of the table from the President 
could look out through Madras silk curtains 
upon the trotting-horses as they flew past in 
the races. The woodwork of the room is hard 
pine finished in oils. The 
and chairs are of antique 
and over each end of the table hangs a 
chandelier of solid brass. About ten feet from 
the southwest endthe room describes a de- 
cided.curve, ee a recess in which the top 
of the T shape table was placed. 
The large double window in the center 
of the curve looks out upon the veranda lead- 
ing to the grand stand. The President sat 
with his back to this window, about two feet 
from the glass. His chair, which was 
of antique oak finished in Russian 
leather, had two things to dis- 
tinguish it. It was the only arm-cbair 
in the room, and itseemed ominously small 
to those who had heard of the President’s 
size. But he squeezed himself into it without 
much difficulty, and did not appear to be at 
ali annoyed by his close quarters. As charm- 
ing a feature as anything else was 
the fireplace of heav yellow oak 
which was tothe left immediately upon en- 
tering. Itextends to the ceiling and half way 
up displays a board shelf, above which is 
a large mirror. The fireplace proper is fin- 
ished in tiles and porcelain bricks, the logs 
set on heavy brass andirons being for 
lighting. The logs were aimost hidden by a 
profusion of potted piants ranged in front. 

The hallway and staircase leading from the 
main entrance to the dining-room was lined 
on each side with a beautiful variety of potted 
pants. setas close to each other as possible. 
‘early all were lofty plants, especially those 
in the staircase, and the impression made was 
that of a vista of green, which, no doubt, im- 
pressed Mrs. Cleveland, the highest part of 
whose hat was not loftier than some of the 
drooping ferns. 

The tables were lavishly decorated with flow- 
ers. The longest table running lengthwise 
with the room, directly infront of the Presi- 
dent, held an immense bunch of flowers, con- 
sisting of dozens of bouquets arranged 
artistically to make the pyramid. Smilax 
was twined about the chandeliers and 
festoons swayed between them and ran all 
around the walls. The effect produced by 
such a mass of green was happily varied by 
the scattering of flowers in convenient places 
about the room in artistic juxtaposition to 
the big potted plants along the wall. 

* THE PRESIDENT'S ARRIVAL. 

The’ walks about the Club-house had re- 
ceived extra touches and allthe appointments 
outside were unusually well at- 
tended to. About 1:45 the Presidential 
party arrived and passed in atthe main en- 
trance. Asthey passed up the grand asatair- 
case the sunlight fel) through the stained win- 
dows in a flood of colors and gave very 
beautiful effects. The party proceeded at once 
to the reception-room, which was decorated 
very much like the dining-room, and re- 
mained there till 2:10, when the doors were 
thrown open and the company sat down to 
the dinner, which was under the direction of 
E. C. Ross, the head waiter of Gerardi. The 
following was the menu:

AN EXTRAORDINARY CRIME, 


Thieves Chloroform and Rob a Family and 
Fire the House. 


CHICAGO, Ill., October 4.—A most extraor- 
dinary crime was committed at2 o’clock this 
morning at 473 Canal street, the house 
being robbed, its tenants chloro- 
fofmed and bound and the building 
fired. The first floor of the building was occu- 
pied by Frank Macha. He utilized thetwo front 
rooms asa saloon and billiard hall and lived 
with his family in the rear. The 


upper story is occupied by five families, 
mostly Bohemian. Macha closed his saloon 
last night as usual promptly at-12 o’clock and 
immediately went to bed. At this time all 
the tenants in the building were sound asleep, 
and about two hours later a noise below in the 
saloon roused the dady occupying the 
front room up-stairs. She suspected that 
all was not right, and looking out the door 
she saw three men ascend the stairs. They 
placed a bundle of paper under a sink and 
applied a match to it, then fled. The lady 
who was watching this proceeding, with the 
aid of her husband easily extinguished the fire. 
They had scarcely turned from this work when 
cries of ‘*help!’’ rang in their ears. They 
rushed below and found the saloon enveloped 
insmoke. Mrs. Macha had been bound hand 
and foot, and being awakened by the suffocat- 
ing smoke, was vainly endeavoring to arouse 
her husband. Mr. Macha made no response 
to the call and presented the appearance of 
a dead man. It took but an instant to 
perceive that he had been chloroformed by the 
villains. The tenants were aroused, and aiter 
vigorous efforts the fire was extinguished— 
not, however, before it had com- 
pietely destroyed the saloon.

From the New York WORLD. 

President-worship receives a just and timely 
rebuke in Milwaukee. The Turner Society 
and other athietic and social organizations of 
adopted citizens inthattown decline to join 
in the procession in honor of President Cleve- 
land, on the ground that ‘‘it smacks too much 
of the homage paid to royalty in Europe.’’ 

Only those who have lived on the populous 
side of the deep gulf that separates the 
masses from the classes in the Old World, 
and who have seen the grovelling attitude of 
the governed towards those who assume to 
govern by ‘‘divine right,’’ can fully appreci- 
ate the feeling that dictated this refusal. 
Intelligent men who were born under 
such conditions, but who have felt 
their manhood expand in the free 
air of a country where every citizen 
is a sovereign, and equal rights, equal privi- 
leges and equal duties are the lot of all, can- 
not endure with patience even the empty 
form of homage to an official who is only 
their servant. They resent with a repug- 
nance that native-born citizens cannot fully 
understand the disposition to make of the 
President a four years’ King—to rush in 
crowds to see him, as though he were a su- 
perior being, and to turn respect for an office 
into reverence for a man. 

A President of the United States is entitled 
to courteous and respectful treatment, both 
for what he is and for what he represents. 
But in a Government founded upon the doc- 
trine of the equal rights of all men every citi- 
zen; however poor or humbie, should have 
too much self-respect to pay un-American 
homage to a public servant.

The 
Princess thoroughly understands all the 
Queen’s whims, and is well versed in the per- 
plexing court technicalities of which Her 
Majesty is so tenacious. The Princess Bea- 
trice has far more influence than anyof her 
brothers or sisters, exceptthe Prince of Wales. 

THE TURF SCANDAL. 

The Lord Aylesbury scandal is very wretch- 
ed, and ‘unfortunate particularly in these 
days when noblesse oblige should be a 
precept more firmly fixed than ever in 
the heart of every English gentleman.

Lord Aylesbury isa 
very young man and he may yet cust his skin 
and livedown the dishonor that now clings 
to his name. 

ROYAL LITERATURE.

This work is exciting pro- 
digious interest everywhere, und will un- 
doubtedly be the boox of the season. 

A WAGNER SYMPHONY. 

A new symphony by Wagner, which was 
composed in 1832, isto be given during the 
coming winter by the Berlin royal orchestra. 
It is said to be a most brilliant work, and the 
first rehearsal, four days ago, was a great suc- 
cess. 

THE WALES FAMILY. 

The royal yacnt Osborne hag returned to 
Portsmouth from Copenhagen. She was to 
have remained to bring back the Princess of 
Wales and her daughters. The plan was 
changed because the Princess intends to ac- 
company the Queen of Denmark to Vienna, 
and may be with the Duchess of Cumberland 
atther accouchement at the Duke’s villa at 
Pinzing. 

THE PEOPLE'S PALACB. 

Sir E. Currie and some other gentlemen in- 
terested in the People’s Palace have taken up 
their abode at the East End, that they may be 
able to devote the whole of their time and at- 
tention to the development of the scheme 
which had itsagerm in Mr. Besant’s novel, 
‘*all Sorts and Conditions of Men.’' Sir E. 
Currie has furnished some rooms for himself 
in the building, and he is there early and late.

THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 


Urgent Necessity of Instituting Reforms in 
the Constitution. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, October 4.—The strung feeling 
among all classes of the population as tothe 
urgent necessity of instituting reforms in tbe 
constitution of the House of Lords has been 
further domonstrated by the Morning Post, 
the paper of the Tory aristocracy par ex- 
cellence, which has followed the example set 
by the Times and the 8t.James’ Gazette on Sat- 
urday last. In an editorial published yester- 
day morning on the subject of the Marquis of 
Aylesbury’s disgrace the Post comments on 
the necessity of requiring something more 
than a mere hereditary claim as a qualification 
for a seat and vote in the House of Lords. It 
says: 

‘*If the reorganization of the House be un- 
dertaken by the Lords themselves, a useful 
reform may be effected; if by the Commons 
it would become perbaps a dangerous innova- 
tion. In either caseit is inevitable. We re- 
gret to feel that necessity for action has to a 
certain extent been forced on us by the atti- 
tude of the House of Lords in the past session 
of Parliament. On more than one occasion 
the arrangements agreed to and carried with 
the assent of the Governmentin the House of 
Commons have been rejected by the Lords 
with the concurrence of the Ministers in the 
Upper House. In one instance this step has 
been taken when the assent of the Ministers in 
the Lower House procured the passage of the 
measure without division. Precautions must 
be taken against such occurrences which, will 
inevitably lead to a grave collision between 
the two branches of legislature.’’

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IDOL OF THE GERMANS. 


EXTRAORDINARY POPULARITY OF THE EM- 
PEROR’S WARLIKE GRANDSON. 


The Berlin Populace Indifferent to the 
Crown Prince—They Kegard Him as a 
Barrier to the Brilliant Fature of the 
Empire—The Frugality and Severe Eti- 
quette of the Berlin Coart. 


Special Correspondence of the WORLD. 

LONDON, September 21.—A gossipy corre- 
spondent at Berlin says that Prince William is 
the adoration of the younger officers of the 
German army. They like his rudeness, his 
abrupt military manners and his eagerness for 
war. This correspondent says that he was at 
the railroad station at Potsdam the other 
evening, when he observed unusual 


preparations for the reception of a dis- | 


tinguished individual. A special coach 
was attached to the train on the sec- 


ond track. A movable wooden bridge covered 
with carpet was put down for the passage of 
the distinguished personage expected. At 
last a young officer appeared, marching like 
an automation, with bis arms held rigidly in 
the military fashion. As he approached he 
saluted with the slightest possible n: tice the 
obsequious railroad officers and walked across 
the bride into his special carriage, followed 
by a magnificent-looking staff officer in attend- 
ance. ‘lhis arrival was Prince William. The 
correspondent says of him that there is some- 
thing about his personal appearance indica- 
tive of more than pride of rank. It is the 
positive character and the manly air and dash 
about bim which make him an object of creat 
popularity upon the part of the German 
public. 

‘lhe Crown Prince, his father, does not seem 
to be popular. In a gathering where were 
only nobles, tnis correspondent says, he heard 
him criticised with extreme severity, and in 
every quarter he was spoken of with indiffer- 
ence. The Crown Prince was criticised on 
account of his lack of liberality, made neces- 
sary by his comparative poverty. He is also said 
to be very stiff and extremely ceremonious 
with every one. 

He takes absolutely no part in politics. His 
abstention from political discussion dates from 
a long time ago—before the campaign of 
Sadowa, when the Emperor and ismarck 
were engaged in a violent struggle 
with the German Parliament. It is 
a matter of current history that when the 
Crown Prince made a public address at 
Koenigsburg at this time he combated the po- 
sition of the ministry. it was an indirect 
criticism of his father. The Emperor was 
very much exasperated over this unfortunate 
speech. Since that time the Crown Prince has 
resigned himself to a passive role. He is not 
in the good graces of his father and does nod 
sympathize with him in bis extreme passion 
for military life. The correspondent says 
that he cannot help pitying this victim of he- 
reditary right. The existence of a success-

passes the prime of life and is advancing to 
Olidage. Healone of all men cannot have 
s¢rivus occupations.

Tne Crown Princess is equally unpopular, 
although she is a daughter of the man who at 
the foot of the throne of Great Britain was an 
extreme German partisan, and of a Queen who 
is also a real German by birth and education, 
by her predilections, by her likes and dislikes. 
The Crown Princess is regarded as a foreigner. 
Princess Victoria speaks of Enzland and of 
her people as her home, and of English people 
xs her tg ethene eae! gery She is more 
English in her tastes than any member of the 
Euglish royal family. Her theological opinions 
are subjected to criticism because, like all 
highly educated Protestants, she is not much 
of a formalist. The orthodox consider her 
impious, while the liberal Protestants at Ber- 
lin think she istooriuid. She is very fond of 
painting. Sheis herselfa succussful artist. 
She enjoysthe society of artists. She visits 
them famlliarly in their houses and studios in 
the neighborhood of Potsdam. This scandal- 
izes the nobility. She is criticised also for ex- 
ercising too creat an influence over her huas- 
band, and by others for separating herself too 
much from him.

IN DIRE DISTRESS. 


SARA JEWETT APPLIES TO THE ACTORS’ 
FUND CHARITY FOR AID. 


The Unfortunate Condition of the Once 
Brilliant Actress and Leading Lady of 
the Union Square Theater—Cause of Her 
Repeated Failures—Opium at the Bottom 
of All Miss Jeweti’s Troubles. 


By Telerraph to the Poct-DisPpaTcu. 

NEW YORK, October 4.—Miss Sara Jewett, 
formerly the leading lady of the Union Square 
Theater, applied yesterday to the Actors’ 
Fund Charity for money to buy the necessaries 
oflife. The story of Miss Jewett’s misfor- 
tunes bas no parallel among the famous ac- 
tresses of the American stage. Instances of 
misfortune in theatrical life are by no means 
rare, buta case like thls one is unknown. 
Nothing has been published thus far about the 
matter, although the facts were known some 
days ago, through a letter which a well-known 
woman of the stage wrote. In this letter the 
following passage appeared: 

‘*The efforts of Sara Jewett's friends to con- 
ceal the real condition of things partake of the 
nature of mistaken kindness. I believe if the 
full story of her misery were told the many 
friends whom she still retains and who still 
cherish her memory, that the thousands of 
people who have been delighted by her acting 
would step forwardand eagerly extend their 
assistance. New York life is such e@ rush and 
whirl that nothing is so easy as to be forgot- 
ten, and the relation of the true story of Miss 
Jewett’s unhappiness could not help doing 
her good.’’ 

It is doubtfal if any actress has held a 
warmer place in the theater-goers’ hearts 
than the leading lady of the Union Square 
through the zenith of the success of 
the house, when the late Charles R. Thorne 
was leading man, and the productions 
were a constant series of triumphs. Miss 
Jewett was the bright particular star of the 
cast. In the ‘‘Two Orphans,’’ ‘‘Rose Michel’’ 
and the other well known pieces, Miss Jewett’s 
creations were continually successful. There 
was neve! a breath of scandal whispered against 
her name, andshe was a very pronounced fa- 
vorite of the female portionof the audience. 
She had fully as many admirers among the wo- 
men as among the men,and she was one of the 
most popular members of Sorosis and other 
women’sclubs. Miss Jewett’s methods were 
quiet and artistic; she was never a sensational 
actress, did not rant, and imbued most of her 
characters with a certain domesticity and sen- 
timent that formed the groundwork of her 
reputation. 

HER LIFE WAS SIMPLE 
when off the stage, and, though she odcasion- 
ally drove in the park, she was seldom seen in 
public. In fact, it would have been difficult 
at that time to have picked out an actress 
whose future seemed so assured as that of the 
leading lady of what was at that time unques- 
tionably the foremost theater of America. In 
person, Miss Jewett was of medium height, 
with aslender but well-rounded figure, light 
hair and adimpled face. She came of excel- 
lent family, and had relatives living in New 
York. When the collapse of the Union Square 
Theater came, Charles Thorne died, and the 
strongest company of the times was disbanded. 
Sara Jewett was inundated with offers from 
managers all over the country. She went 
out with one company ajiter another 
on the road, but never stayed any 
length of time, but invariably came 


back to New York expressing more or less dis- 
satisfaction with ber engagements, No one 
seemed to suspect the true cause of her re- 
peated failures, as there was never a question 
of ber ability as an actress. Last nightin the 
Hoffman House one of ber former man 


‘was asked about this portion of Miss Jowet's 


career. He chewed the end of his 
moodily for a moment and then said s : 
‘*Are the facts known about Miss Jewett?’ 
**It is known that she applied to the Actors’ 
Fund for assistance and tnat Manager A. M. 
Palmer sent his check to her for §150.’’

Crushing Crowds Massed 
in Music Hall Last 
_9 Night. 


A Grand Ovation Accord- 
ed the City’s Hon- 
ored Guests. 


‘An Unprecedented Throng Gathers at the 
Exposition to View the President and 
His Wife—Men, Women and Children 
Struggle Desperately for Places—Bruised 
Bodies and Broken Limbs Testify to the 
Unequaled Jam of Persons—Terrible 
Scenes at the Exposition Concert and 
Reception—The Surprises—The Reception 
at the Lindell—Parade and Serenade of 
the Hendricks Club—Acting United 
‘Btates Marshal Phobe Ceuzins Calls on 
the President—Incidents of Yesterday’s 
Entertainment. 


Did you ever fully realize the words warm as 
applied to human beings—that belittling of the 
individual and magnifying of the mass which 
makes comparison with bees possible? 

If you never did you were not at the Expo- 
sition last night. It was a human beehive 
where the individual was an atom in a uni- 


verse. 

I used to read the Homeric similes in which 
the armies of the Greeks and Trojans were 
compared with insects swarming and buzzing, 
but I never fully realized the fine strength and 
beauty of the figure until 1 saw the scene of 
last evening at Music Hall. It was a scene that 
comes to one rarely in a lifetime, never to be 
forgotten, It was profoundly impressive. 

I stood near the stage before the doors were 
open. The vast auditorium was practically 
empty and was ready forthe people expected 
to fillit. Outside wasthe hum andtramp of 
the multitude pressing against the huge doors, 
coming faintly and in suppressed murmurs 
through the partitions. Now and then the 
impatient throng would stamp and yell and 
beat the doors, crushing againstthem until it 
seemed as ifthe straining beams must part 
and the huge vacuum be filled. 

The lights, which had been turned low, went 
up and shed a flood of brilliance throughout 
the hali, the chairs onthe stage were ready 
forthe band, at the back was a woodland 
scene, to the right from the auditorium- 
room was a platform of flags of 
all nations made of flowers and on 
the platform was a huge square 
covered withacurtain of ivy and sprinkled 
with bright begonias. This was the surprise 
prepared tor the President and Mrs Cleveland 
and for the audience. An attendant was sta- 
tioned at every door with hand on the knob to 
swing back the portals at the sixznal. 

Manager Jobnston stepped on the stage and 
ave abasty giunce over the hall. It was sat- 
sfactory and the hands of his watch marked 

7:30, the hour for opening the doors. He 
raised a whistie to his lips and gaveashrill 
signal and on the Instant every door swun 
back. The pressure of humanity was relieved 
and the scene thatfollowed beggars descrip- 
tion. 

It was like a vast fiock of panic. 
stricken sheep or an’ unnumbered 
herd of excited cattle rushing  pell- 
mell in confined but expanding limits, each 
one heediess of the other—the whole mass 
rupning, crushing, pushing and trampling 
pt gage | for freedom and places. A hum, 
such as only the feet and voices of a muliti- 
tude can create, filled the hall and echoed in 

the distant corners, 

Men, women and children, who had stood 
for hours fighting,and struggling for panete 
nearthe door, ard for opportunities to get 
in and realize something for their labor and 
suffering. Since 4 o'clock some had waited 
until strong men were worn out and weak 
women with bruised and crushed bodies and 
disheveied raiment were faint and ill. They 
were in no condition for the struvgle that 
came upon them. In every aisie which had an 
open door was a dense stream of human 
beings. They did not walk to their places or 
even move with fair haste as a commonl 
large throng will, but they ran pell-mell, 
stumbiing, driving, impelled | their own 
frantio haste, and the thonsands behind push- 
ing irresistibly forward. There was no time 
for selection nor even time to drop quietly 
into the rows ofjeats. Afmoment’s hesitation 
was to be driven with frightful violence against 
aseat orto be thrown to the floor with the 
danger of being stamped to death. Men 
sprang into’ seats at the first opportunity, 
women threw their children into the rows and 
fell in after them, anything to be rid of that 
hag sense of crushing suffocation and to be 
safe. 

In an Incredible time, beforea head could be 
turned ,the solid streains pouring Into the doors 
had reached the orchestra space at the stage 
and at every row of séuts a smaller stream 
from the front of the column had turned asiae. 
Within three minutes the hall seemed full and 
yet the columns inthe aisies were unbroken and 
undiminished. At first only the rear doors 
above and below were opened, then the side 
doors were wpeeee and iresh masses were ad- 
ded to those inside. Within five minutes every 
seat was taken and a sea of faces rolied 
back from the footligitse to the top- 
most tier of the balcony. Another minute 
and the aisies were packed and the open 
spaces around the seats presented a mass of 
faces, but they were still moving. At every 
door the pressure from the outside bore upon 
the throngs within, jamming them closer and 
making itself felt to ttre end of each coluinn, 

This was the critical moment. The un- 
reasoning madness of a muititude pressing 
forward with common impulse to one goal was 
on the crowd, and the pressure was terrible, 
Those in front could wove no further, those 
behind were pushing against the wall of flesh, 
and those in the midst were wedged in- 
extricabiy between the resistless masses. 
Flesh and bones could stand the 
strain no longer. On the right 
a woman shrieked in agony of fearor pain 
from pee | or suffocation. Her vyoice 
reached to the further corner of the hall and 

ped the beating of every heart. The 
rieking continued as some were being slowly 
killed. Another shriek arose ina woman's 
voice from another partof the hall and cries 
for — were heard heard here, there, every- 
where in the struggiing throngs at the doors. 
The awful sense of belplessnese and panic 
seemed creeping over the multitude. Sensitive 
women far removed from danger in comforta- 
ble seats fainted from fright and sympathy, 
blanched taces looked anxiously over the sea 
offorms. Sowe hed friends from whom they 
had arted, and -who they imagined 
were the suffering ones. Meu climbed on the 
seats and on each other, and with frantic ges- 
tures and words attempted to control the tide.

The musicians had on 
full uniforms, and as Director Gilmore ap- 
peared and took his stand on the platform, 
the roar was deafening. When the first strains 
of the overture filled the hailthe attention was 
diverted from the confusion in the hall to the 
music, and aithough now and then the scenes | 
were repeuted the press was gradualiy re- | 
lieved and those who had suffered bruises, 
yartial suffocation and strained or broken 
imbs, were taken out or were put in cosy 
places. It wus impossible to learn the 
number of accidents in such a crowd. 

The wait after the music began was long, en- 
tirely too long for the wearied people who had 
borne their discomforts only for the sake of 
secing Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland; Gilmore filled 
in the time us well as he could, playing only 
two pieces on the programme and giving old 
meélodies, such as ‘‘Suwanee River,’’ ‘‘Annie 
Laurie’’ and other ballads with bright, catchy 
selections between. With all of the band’s 
power to entertain, the audience was impa- 
tient. Once the electric lights went out and a 
hush fell over the house in anticipation of the 
expected arrival, but it was a false 
alarm. tars an hour had psased 
since the music had commenced and the hands 
of the watches were on the point of 9 0’clock 
when a distantshout was wafted in from the 
open doors, ‘‘They are coming,’’ was whis- 
pered from lip to lip. 

The boxes to the left of the audience were re- 
served for the Presidential party. They were 
draped in garnet veivet, the central box for 
Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland fuller draping than 
the others and had a back ground of light

On their appearance the audience rose en 
masse to salute them,and a cheer went up 
that was deafening and bewiidering. Mr. 
Cleveland looked over the vast audience and 
bowed mechanically, as if dazed by the 
mass of people and the brilliant 
lichts, Mrs, Cleveland took a_ hasty’ 
glance at first, and then withdraw 
her eyes witha suggestion of consciousn#ss 
and embarrassment—which was unmistake-

have atood under such a battery of intent 
faces and passed such an ordexul without 
flinching. Think of facing 12,000 cyes fastened 
on your own face and noting every expres- 
sion, Movement and peculiarity.

Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland were seated in their 
boxes and the crit.cal examination 
began. Opera-glasses were turned 
on them from every direction, and 
every face was set intheir direction. Inthe 
balcony the occupants of the boxes and 
seats above them leaned far out to catch a 
glimpse of the guests of the city. 

Aiter the first surprise they regained com- 
parative ease, although Mrs. Cleveland only 
took hasty giances at thespectators, and did 
not venture on a prolonged survey of them, 
She chatted with the Mavvyr and with Mr. 
Kennard, or with her husband, turning her 
face fora moment toreply tothe ladies who 
satin the adjoining boxes. They were Mrs. 
Chas. H. Turner, Mrs. Ellis Waltnwright, Mrs. 
Samuel Kennard, and Mrs. Chas. Hoyle. Mr. 
Cleveland was bolder and frequentiy took a 
brave glance at the people around him. 

The two surprises prepared for the guests 
were revealed. While the band was atill play- 
ing ‘‘ Hall to the Chief’’ the curtain at the rear 
of the stage lifted and a cathedral glass illu- 
minated portrait of the President was dis- 
closed in the center. It was greeted with 
ringing cheers, and the President and his wife 
examined it critically and with some amuse- 
ment, owing, probably, to the fact that the 
head was a littie bit larger than it should have 
been for the body. 

This was only half the surprise, for a short 
time afterwards the curtain of smilax and 
begonias dropped and a full-length painting of 
Mrs. Cleveland stovd revealed. The painting 
was In sombre colors, the flvure being clothed 
in a black silk and lace dress and the face, 
neck and arms in lace sieeves being some- 
whatintheshadow. Theband played ‘‘She’s 
as Pretty asaVPicture’’ while the audience 
cheered, 

it was a genuine surprise, for it is the first 
portrait of Mrs. Cleveland that has been 

ainted since she has been  wmaurried. 

t was just completed in time and 
arrived at 2 o’clock yesterday aiternoon 
from Washington. The painting is a valuable 
one, and was purchased at a cést of $500. 
Mir Cleveland examined it through opera 

lasses, and turning to his wife remarked ‘‘It 
tvery good.’’ Mrs. Cleveland then took the 
glasses and scanned it, commenting smilingly 
meanwhile to those around her. Presently 
the band changed to ‘‘She Wore a Wreath of 
Roses,’’ and a shower of rose leaves fell from 
above over the picture. 

It was a pretty incident and furnished a 
pleasant diversion fur guests and audience. 

As Mrs. Cleveland satin the box a fine op- 
portunity to see her was afforded two-thirds 
ofthehouse. The word that seemed to fit the 
Indies’ opinion of her was ‘‘sweet.’’ She was 
‘*sweet,’’ her expression was ‘‘sweet,’’ the 
lines of her face were ‘‘sweet'’ and every- 
thing about her was ‘‘sweet.’ Just what 
‘‘sweet’’ means no one can tell, but peroars 
all those attractive and winning qualities in 
face, figure and manner, when a woman can- 
not be called pretty or beautiful, are included 
in the term. As a matter of fact she did 
look sweet. She wore a simple, 
but pretty costume of light brown silk 
or satin and brocade, very high inthe nevk 
and with a dainty little ‘bonnet to match it.

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THE HENDRICKS’ CLUB SERENADE, 


An Awful Jam in Front of the Lindell Hotel 
—The President’s Speech. 


No large crowds gathered on the streets last 
night—except about the Lindell Hotel, where 
there was never a break in the mass of human- 
ity from 12 noon yesterday till 12 midnight— 
until almost 9 o'clock. Fourth street was filled 
about the Planters’ House at 8 o’clock 
when a Democratic club and several 
bands halted there, but the remainder 
of the street was not uncomfortably crowded 


at any point. The crowd from the Lindell 
spread downward until 
was fairly well packed. Broadwuy was an 
open thoroughfare trom Washington avenue 
to Market street until the President iad passed 
over ittwice. Then there was no. room for 
two carriages to be driven abreast in the 
roadway. The -procession of the Hendricks 
Democratic Association and the visiting 
Democratic clubs was formed with in- 
finite difficulty on account of the 
crowded condition of the 
the formation began, Clubs had 
down the streets from their up-town 
quarters early, and being partlaily 
through lack of officers to keep the o 
tion intact, swelled the crowds. After 
rushing to and froof aides, Grand Mars 
Henry F. Harrington managed to get the lin 
formed on Fourth street south from Washing 
ton avenue, headed bya detail of mounte 
police, which has been a necessary adjunct of 
every parade since the present season of fes- 
tivity began. The police rode the crowd down 
in their usual dashing manner, and madea 
free way for the procession, but on the passage 
of the saber-bearing squad the crowd as 
usual surged in behind, and so blocked up 
Fourth street and Broadwuy that it was with 
painful slowness the column succeeded in 
moving. Numerous interruptions occurred, 
and the column had to be halted for reforma- 
tion several times before its head again rested 
on Washington avenue. The column was de- 
vided into three grand divisions, each con- 
taining as elements clubs from the Eighth 
Congressional District, John W. O'Connell 
marshal; clubs fro: the Ninth Congressional 
District, John Finn, marshal; clubs from the 
Tenth Congressional District, Benedict Thor- 
man, marshal. In the Second Division there 
was a large representation from the Eight- 
eenth Congressionsl District of Illinois, and 
in the Third Division were the visiting ciubs, 
a list of which was printed in the Post-D1s- 
PATCH last evening. There were sixteen 
bands in the line.

the crowd there was somethin awful in 
eget The avenue was packed to almost 
its full capacity from Broadway to Seventh 
street, and Sixth was densely filled from St. 
Charles street to Lucas avenue. The pointot 
greatest density was immediately in front of 
the hotel balcony. So tightly wedged were 
the people when the mounted police rode 
through that women fainted, mothers screamed 
and the cries of children were pitiful te hear. 
The police could not ridethrough abreast as 
they hau doneon the other portions of the 
route, but two horsemen had to fall back. No 
greater crowd willever be gotten together in 
any portion-of thaworld. It is impossible to 

ack men, women and children more closely, 
rhe weak were molded to the forms of the 
strong, and those who did not exert all their 
strength were overpowered by those who did 
and thrust into the smallest compass. When 
the police bad passed the crowd swept in be- 
hind them and sO closed the 
street that the white-hatted members 
of Democratic Clubs could no longer 
march in acolumn of eight or even four, but 
straggied along in double and single file. That 
spreading out did not relieve the crowd for 
the people who haq been biocking the avenue 
eastand west pressed down upon those in 
front of the President's balcony to see him. 
It mattered not to each tndividual that such 
wasthe press they would only add tothe 
sufferings of people caucht in front of the 
hotel.

The column began 
passing the balcony at 10:30 o'clock, and from

A CHANCE FOR JUDGE LYNCH. 


Three Negroes at Brenham, Tex., -Murder- 
ously Assault an Officer. 


BRENHAM, Tex., October4.—J. M. Lockett, 
@ night policeman, was waylaid last night in 
a distant part of the town known as ‘‘Hell’s 
Half-Acre.’’ Three powerful negroes jumped 
on him unexpectedly, grabbed his pistol, shot 
him in the thigh, and then with a razor they 
cut his throat, severing his windpipe and just 
missing the jugular vein. In this condition 


they left him for dead, but Lockett revived 
sufficiently after his discovery, to tell who his 
assailants were, and they have been arrested 
and jailed, anda guard placed about the jail. 
The leader of the desperadoess isa ronne mu- 
latto named Hiram Williums, who was impli- 
cated ina murder at Waco some years ago. 
Officer Lockett is stillajive but cannot survive 
many hours. Exciteméntruns high, and it is 
thought the announcement of Lockett’s death 
will be the signal for a rush upon the fail. 
Another inmate of the jail is a white murder- 
er named Beilus Whiiisenant, who was 
brought in Saturday night from Chappell 
Hill, charged with killing Constable George 
Schley in adifMficulty over $20. The dead Con- 
stabie’s friends threaten to come to Brenham 
and lynch Whisenant. The jail where these 
risoners are incarcerated is the same one 
which a mob broke into last fall after the Con- 
gressional election and took out five negroes 
charged with killing a would-be baliot-box 
etuffer at Liewellyn Precinct, and hanged 
them all. That affair was afterward known 
im Congress as ‘*The Washington County out- 
rage.’’

A GREAT JAM, 


The Arrivals This Morning to See the Presi- 
dent and the Fair. 


Never in the history of the city bas there 
been such travel here as at present. The rush 
started a week ago last Sunday and there has 
been no cessation ever since. Every morning 
and evening the Union Depot has been 
thronged, and at times the crowd has been so 
great that it has been absolutely impossible 
for any one to force his way throughit. And 
the rush is not yet over, nor is it likely to be 


until the Fair closes. There will be two 
steady weeks of enormous travel, 
without a solitary day’s intermission. 
Saturday and Sunday mav be said to have fin- 
ished up the Grand Army reunion rush, al- 
though a number of victims remained to see 
the President and the Fair. The advance 
guard of the rush to see Cleveland and the 
hair arrived Saturday, and the rush then com- 
menced bas neverceused. Last week saw the 
three heaviest nights’ travel the depot ever 
experienced, but the crowds to-night and 
Thursday night promise to fall little short of 
them. In fact last night was almost a 
reproduction of them. Both arrivals and 
departures were enormous, the former being 
somewhat the heavier, however. Many people 
came merely to see the President, and having 
seen him departed. The rush was enormous 
and a number of special trains had to be run 
to accommodate thetraflic. ‘here Is scarcely 
a road entering the depot which did not run 
extra trains coming in, and the arrivals were 
enormous.
